And when this particular social 
legislation was introduced it was 
denounced as socialism. Which, 
of course, it was and is. But it 
demonstrates why our American 
form of capitalism has remained 
strong and profitable. Without its 
mixture of. socialism, U.S. capi- 
talism wouldn’t now be in such 
robust health. And without these 
socialistic, so-called New Deal 
unemployment checks the nation 
would not be pictured, as news 
reports have it, as worried but 
still lacking in any sign of panic. 

And if the recession continues 
we will see more socialism added 
to the mixture. That’s the way 
we are moving, and since it is the 
only sensible route for a 
growing industrial, urban society, 
we will do it. That will enable us 
to retain our basic system—our 
way of life. 


Strong Alloy 

If the various socialistic, legis- 
lative “‘ores’” had not been added 
to the supports for our economic 
structure, it would not now be the 
strong and secure alloy it is. 

The Old Guard Republicans 
have growled and complained. 
The purblind commentators have 
damned Eisenhower and modern 
Republicanism as merely New 
Dealism in another dress. But it 
is significant that today every- 
one in the rugged individualism 
school. seems quite content to 
have the unemployment checks in 
circulation. Not a single growl 
about socialism or New Dealism. 

But there is an emergency. It 
grows out of the fact an increas- 
ing number of persons have about 
exhausted their unemployment 
benefits. And since this is a grave 
problem it quickly must be rem- 
edied. 

There will be more socialistic 
legislation. In fact, it already has 
been introduced. Sen. John Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts and Con- 
gressman Eugene J. McCarthy 
of Minnesota, both Democrats, 
have offered bills which would 
liberalize and standardize the 
law. They would extend the num- 
ber of weeks for such payment 
and would increase the makxi- 
mum. 

Most important of all, the new 
legislation would create a na- 
tionwide standard for such bene- 
fits. It now varies widely. 


Insurance Plan 


About 43 million workers are 
covered by the insurance plan. 
This is roughly four-fifths of the 
nation’s nonfarm wage and sal- 
ary workers, and a little more 


than two-thirds of all workers in | 


the country. 

But a worker in New York, for 
example, is better off than one 
in Louisiana. Workers in New 
York receive up to $36 a week for 
26 weeks while Louisiana pays up 
to $25 for a maximum of 2 
weeks. In general, the Southern 
states, having lower incomes, 
have lower maximums and a 
span of fewer weeks. Florida, for 
example, pays up to but 16 weeks 
and Georgia for 20. Their maxi- 
mums are both the same, $30.

Reds Score Point 
In Propaganda War 


Secretary of State Dulles’ rejection 
of Moscow’s latest and most cunning “con- 
cession” on summit conference proposals 
is no surprise. 

But the rejection itself will not erase 
the propaganda effect of the shrewdly 
contrived acceptance of the West's request 
for a foreign ministers’ conference to 
plan an agenda prior to any meeting of 
chiefs of state. Mr. Dulles again is placed 
in a negative light. 

The Russian “concession” 
meaningless. Acceptance of the West's in- 
sistence on a foreign ministers meeting 
was so hedged with restrictions that the 
meeting itself would have served no pur- 
pose. But in this shrewd Kremlin propa- 
ganda, the United States again is placed 
in a position of being opposed to negotia- 
tions for peace. 

Many opinions have been voiced as 
to why the Russians want such a meeting 
at this time. One of the best guesses is that 
the renewed spurt of energy in the West 
as a result of launching of Sputniks I and 
1! has disturbed Moscow. Once again 
Khrushchev and Co. would like to allay 
Western fears and slow up our rearma- 
ment drives and self-examinations. 

Certainly there are no signs that the 
Russians themselves want to come to any 
workable agreements on disarmament or 
to settle the political questions which 
brought about the arms race and military 
tensions in the first place.

It seems certain now that any summit 
conference would find the West at a dis- 
advantage. An open split between France 
and the United States over North Africa 1s 
on the horizon. U.S. efforts to m¢ diate the 
Tunisian squabble seem doomed to fail- 
ure because of French stubbornness in 
proceeding along a disastrous course. 

France faces a war with Tunisia as 
well as its Algerian rebellion. France her- 
self as a NATO member and the Mediter- 
ranean hub of NATO defenses is being 
weakened dangerously. The future of the 
French republic itself is gravely in doubt. 
All this weakens our bargaining position. 

So the possibility of a breakthrough 
on the issues which make a summit meet- 
ing appear desirable are remote indeed. 
But Soviet diplomatic and propaganda 
maneuverings have backed the United 
States and the West into such a position 
that a refusal also plays into the Krem- 
lin’s hands. 

If we must have a summit meeting, 
let's have it. But it would be folly to 
expect any greater results from another 
than from those of the past. And sadly, 
our experience at those indicates we will 
be lucky to come home with our pants 
intact.

Ike-Nixon Agreement 
Is a Start, at Least 


Mixed reactions to President Eisen- 
hower’s announcement of details of a 
formal agreement between himself and 
Vice President Nixon in case the Presi- 
dent should become disabled bring up 
some interesting points. 

While hailed with relief, the agrcee- 
ment gives the vice president consider- 
able leeway in determining the President's 
disability and leaves doubt about how the 
President might recover his powers once 
they were assumed by the vice president. 
The President himself would determine 
when the disability had ended and he 
“would so inform the vice president.” 
But would the vice president agree? 

The movement is growing in Congress, 
however, to give a similar procedure con- 
stitutional sanction. There is justifiable 
worry that the legality of such an ar- 
rangement in practice might be question- 
able. Atty. Gen. Rogers has ruled other- 
wise. Barring a constitutional amé@nd- 
ment, the agreement is a step toward end- 
ing the anxiety which has existed about 
the President’s health. 

Meanwhile, the President has emerged 
from his physical checkup at Walter Reed 
Hospital with a good medical report. He 


also seems to be in good spirits and will- 
ing to continue to shoulder as many of 
his burdens as possible. We can be glad

2. Eisenhower replied to the 
substance of the question by say- 
ing that in the matter of foreign 
routes the White House does have 
responsibility and that perhaps 
Adams was getting some data for 
him. The fact is that Adams was 
intervening with the CAB over a 
domestic route where the White 
House has no responsibility and 
he was doing it, not in behalf of 
the President, but in behalf of 
Murray Chotiner—former cam- 
paign manager for Vice President 
Nixon—whose client’s case was 
before the CAB. 

3. The President then prevented 
the inquiring reporter from point- 
ing out these facts and asking 
what would seem to most of us a 
valid follow-up question. Eisen- 
hower said: “I don’t want any- 
thing more about that,” and 
turned to another questioner. 

One thing is sure. This. “‘mess 
in Washington” isn’t going to 
clean itself up.

In 1898, 
Mrs. Hines came to Milledge- 
ville as a bride. 

The Hines family, which in- 
cluded two sons, lived in an 
ante-bellum house—not a man- 
sion with white columns, the au- 
thor explained, but a cottage. 
And there they enjoyed and 
worked with the beauty of the 
land. For 41 years Mrs. Hines 
taught music at Georgia State 
College for Women.

“Why do you hate poetry?” I asked in a tone of what I hoped 
was polite interest.

"em and why!” she wailed. ‘You're so crazy about poetry, why 
don’t you help me?” 


I reached for the book, trying not to smile. Thank heaven 
she had a trio of old-fashioned poets of the school which made iis 
meaning clear. If she had sprung a new-fashioned poet on me, 
say a Dylan Thomas, we both might have ended up wringing our 
hands and screeching by bedtime. But with Bryant and Whitman 
and Poe you couldn’t miss.

A various language... .” 

And then on to that grand—marching, beloved by high school 
declaimers—final warning:

Thou go not like the quarry-slave at night... .”

“I remember that,” she said. ‘Daddy use to recite that.” 

“Wait till you get to Edgar Allen Poe,” I said happily, for- 
getful that I was going to be calm and detached about poetry. 
‘“‘When Daddy was your age all school children memorized quan- 
tities of poetry. He knew everything Edgar Allen Poe ever wrote. 
‘Helen, thy beauty is to me. . . . Like those Nicean barks of 
yore....”” 

“Now see there,” she said. ‘‘Nicean barks . . . what's that?” 

It was midnight before she took her book and left and my 
throat was sore from quothing the Raven “‘Nevermore.” 

If she hated poetry there was nothing in the dreamy expression 
on her young face to show it. I thought I heard her rolling one of 
those fine Poesque phrases off her tongue: “‘Nothing can ever dis- 
sever my soul... .” 

In the darkness I smiled to myself. Parents are always confi- 
dent their children will share their tastes. As Emily Dickinson 
wrote: “Hope is the things with feathers... . That perches in 
the soul.”
